motives on the Delaware and Hudson 
road were known 
by

railroad li£e. 
Those were days when it was a 


question among engineers and lire- 
men in particular, as to who had the 
best' looking equipment, rather than 
•who had the most desirable run, or 
who received the largest sum ot money 
on a pay day. They were days when, 
outside o£ a man's home 
and 
his 


family, 
there 
was nothing among 


worldly things that seemed to hold 
quite the same place In his thoughts, 
or seemed quite so important in his 
life as the locomotive on which he 
worked. Then it was not an unusual 
practice for an engineer and fireman 
to spend the best part of a Sunday 
morning when off. duty, at the round- 
house, 
cleaning and polishing their

company had received its second loco- 
motive of standard gauge type on the

The pooled price 
for May milk, 


checks for which will be mailed by the 
£>airymen's League Co-Operative as- 
sociation before June 25th, is $1.355 
per hundred pounds. From this, de- 
ductions are being made for advertis- 
ing, 
administrative and other expens- 


es of $.055 per hundred pounds. The 
price is a base price for three per 
cent milk at the 201-210 mile freight 
zone with the usual differentials for 
freight and butterfat. 
The price to 


farmers, after expenses are deducted, 
of ?1.30 is $.035 less than the farmers 
received for the same quality milk 
for April. 


The amount of milk sold through 


the pool for 
May was 376,450,780 


pounds. 
This is 89 per cent of the 


total amount of milk delivered to 
dealers purchasing from the Co-Op- 
erative asociation or to plants oper- 
ated by the association itself.
